Saturn and 

Jupiter Reach 

Opposition 



Later this month Saturn and 
then Jupiter reach a very impor- 
tant astronomical configuration 
thai is referred to by astronomers 
as opposition. 

Two additional celestial 
bodies — Earth and the Sun — 
which are always involved with 
the third celestial body in form- 
ins this configuration or align- 
ment. As viewed from Earth when 
the third celestial body- — in our 
ease Saturn- and then Jupiter — is 



exactly opposite the Sun, it has then 
reached opposition. 

Saturn will be in opposition 
on the night of Nov. 19 and Jupiter 
on Nov. 27 This means that on each 
of those two nights as the Sun sets 
the respective planet will rise. Since 
Jupiter is the largest planet and Sat- 
urn the second largest in our solar 
system, both planets will be very 
bright with Jupiter the brightest 
Saturn will be slightly above Jupi- 
ter, and they arc both around the 



constellation Taurus, the Bull, 
which is a V-shaped group of stars. 

Since a celestial object rises 
as the Sun sets when it is in oppo- 
sition, it will be in the sky all night 
and is an excellent time for observ- 
ing. 

Keep looking up as you en- 
joy the Thanksgiving holidays and 

catch Saturn in opposition before 
Thanksgiving and Jupiter later!
